What have say first may seem 
very elementary who are 
quite familiar with cylinder mould op- 
eration. would seem wise review 
the simple, fundamental principles 
operation first they naturally lead 
the various changes that have been 
made meet compromise with the 
difficulties encountered. 

The first man who constructed and 
operated Cylinder Machine probably

reasoned that could cause wire 
covered Cylinder revolve vat 
stock and remove the water which 
drained through the wire cover, 
face, the fibers which did not pass 
through the wire, being retained 
its surface, might couched off 
sheet paper.

You can 
see that the mould now revolving 
inside scroll “circle” and the 
stock suspension forced travel 
with the surface the mould the 
difference level between the point 
where first meets the mould and the 
point where the cylinder leaves the 
water. 
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You will note that the 
tween the mold and the scroll 
circle, the walls the channel 
through which the stock 
becomes less and less the cylinder 
approaches the point leaving the 
vat.

Now, obviously, the shape this 
passage can made correct for one 
drainage rate only unless its shape can

You know, 
also, what tremendous differences 
rate are encountered, caused stock 
condition, basic weight paper and 
temperature water. this shape 
accurate for one day five years, 
compromise. 


There another gross imperfection 
here, also. One the sides this 
channel moves with the flow and the 
other does not. The friction between 
the moving water and the stationary 
side the channel, vat circle, sets 
eddy currents that disturb the uni- 
form settling the fibers the 
face and even cause washing away 
deposited fibers. practical way has 
been found cause the surface the 
circle move with the surface 
the Cylinder. have compromised 
with this just conceding the point. 

Now, since this diagram 
practical board vat, the board men 
here, any, will think long 
haired because have nearly proven 
that cannot work and they know 
that does—for them. They are able 
operate virtue their very slow 
speeds and piling sheet upon sheet 
that the laminations hide the im- 
perfections. The faster water flows 
the more violent are the eddy currents 
set and while the cylinder board 
machine may traveling 
100 ft. per min. surface speed, 
tissue men are making paper cylin- 
der moulds ft. per min. 

There third serious imperfec- 
tion this design which must point 
out because leads the next evolu- 
tion. While the water may flowing 
between the circle and the face ap- 
proximately the speed the face, 
there dead point where the bare 
face first meets the stock. The motion 
the stock here directly toward 
the face and since fibers tend line 


themselves the direction flow, 
large proportion them hit the 
face end on. soon the end 
fiber hits the moving face and 
attached, the motion the 
through the water drags the fiber with 
while still lying down the 
face. The free part the fiber 
thus feathered the direction 
travel and becomes fastened the 
machine direction. Drainage very 
rapid here. Probably the 
weight the sheet formed before 
the stock enters the circle channel and 
accelerated the speed the face 
thereabouts. many fibers laying 
machine way make bad case 
“Cylinder Formation.”

“The committee does not, however, 
contemplate plan involving general 
plies,” was emphasized.
